Advisory  Budget  Committee 

Article  8  from  1952  Town  Warrant 

Motion  by  Lester  E.  Maynard  and  duly  seconded, 
that  the  advisory  budget  committee  be  continued  un- 
der the  lollov/ing  conditions : 

1.  A  committee  composed  of  the  moderator  as 
chairman,  the  town  clerk,  and  the  town  treasurer  shall 
appoint  within  thirty  days  after  the  annual  Town  meet- 
ing, nine  citizens  to  serve  on  an  advisory  committee. 
Of  these  nine  3  shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  three 


years,  three  for  a  period  of  two  years  and  three  for  a 
period  of  one  year. 

2.  On  each  subsequent  year  the  moderator,  town 
clerk  and  town  treasurer  shall  appoint  within  thirty 
days,  after  the  annual  Town  meeting  three  citizens  to 
serve  on  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee  for  a  period 
of  three  years. 

3.  While  no  citizen  shall  be  eligible  for  immediate 
re-appointment  he  shall  be  eligible  for  re-appointment 
after  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  moderator 
to  notify  each  person  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Ad- 
visory Budget  Committee  within  the  thirty  day  period 
specified. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  moderator 
to  designate  each  year  the  citizen  who  shall  act  as 
temporary  chairman  of  the  Advisory  Budget  Commit- 
tee for  that  year  and  to  so  notify  him. 

6.  The  committee  at  each  first  meeting,  called  by 
the  temporary  chairman,  shall  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  Chairman  and  one  member  as  Clerk  to  serve 
for  that  year. 

7.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Advisory 
Budget  Committee  shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  To  meet  with  the  selectmen  and  with  the 
school  board  and  to  discuss  and  advise  with  them  re- 
garding appropriate  sums  to  be  recommended  to  the 
voters  for  their  action  at  the  regular  Town  meeting  and 
School  meeting. 

(b)  The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  shall  have 
no  authority  with  regard  to  appropriations  beyond  ap- 
proving what  the  elected  officials  may  request,  or  of 
recommending  to  the  voters,  such  other  sums  as  the 
members  of  this  committee  believe  are  in  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  town. 

(c)  In  the  event  that  the  Advisory  Budget  Com- 
mittee suggests  an  amount  other  than  that  requested 
by  the  elected  officials,  both  amounts  shall  be  presented 
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to  the  voters  with  appropriate  explanations.  The  voters 
may  then  decide  which  if  either  of  the  two  sums  shall 
be  raised  and  appropriated. 

(d)  Recommendations  by  the  Advisory  Budget 
Committee  shall  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  rights  of 
any  citizen  from  securing  full  and  explicit  information 
regarding  any  item  in  any  proposed  budget. 

(e)  Recommendations  by  the  Advisory  Budget 
Committee  shall  in  no  case  be  construed  as  limiting  in 
any  way  full  and  free  discussion  by  any  citizens  of  the 
Town  on  any  matter  of  interest  to  the  voters. 

(f)  The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  may  con- 
sider, discuss  and  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  with 
recommendations  for  action,  any  matter  which  the 
Committee  may  feel  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town. 

(g)  The  recommendations  of  the  Advisory  Bud- 
get Committee  shall  be  in  no  way  binding  on  the  voters 
of  the  town. 

The  voters  will  determine  what  action  they  will 
take  with  regard  to  any  appropriation,  or  with  any  re- 
gard to  any  action  concerning  recommendations  of  the 
committee. 

This  motion  if  passed  by  the  Town,  shall  remain 
in  force  until  such  time  as  it  is  repealed  by  the  voters 
at  a  regular  Town  meeting. 

The  motion  prevailed  with  rousing  cheers. 

March  20,  1954 

At  the  Annual  Town  meeting  March  9,  1954  it  was 
voted  that  the  Moderator,  the  Town  Clerk  and  the 
Town  Treasurer  shall  within  30  days  select  a  panel  of 
nine  names  to  constitute  the  Advisory  Budget  Com- 
mittee.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

January  28,  1955 

To  the  voters  of  the  School  District  of  Deerfield, 

N.  H.: 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  report  to  the  taxpay- 
ers of  the  town,  some  of  the  highlights  of  happenings 
during  the  past  year,  and  to  express  our  feelings  re- 
grading  items  in  the  budget,  which  we  are  submitting 
for  your  approval. 

We  have  had  a  good  year  at  the  school,  although 
we  were  beset  with  the  usual  mechanical  difficulties. 

At  the  last  Annual  District  Meeting,  you  author- 
ized the  school  board  to  use  the  $600.00  received  from 
the  sale  of  the  South  Road  Schoolhouse,  together  with 
$200.00  raised  by  the  district,  (total  of  $800.00)  for 
weather-proofing  the  school  rooms. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  Mr.  Kenneth  Mit- 
chell of  Chester,  installed  the  interlocking  type  of  alum- 
inum weather-stripping  on  all  movable  windows  in  the 
building,  for  the  sum  of  $300.00.  So  far,  we  have  had 
no  trouble  keeping  the  school  warm  in  all  rooms,  despite 
much  cold  and  blustery  winter  weather,  so  it  seems  as 
though  that  problem,  had  been  settled. 

Mr.  Roy  Murray  attacked  the  problem  of  the  fixed 
windows,  which  had  been  leaking  quantities  of  water 
in  all  the  rooms,  whenever  a  heavy  rainstorm  occurred, 
which  was  accompanied  by  wind.  He  bedded  quarter 
round  molding  in  caulking  compound  around  each  of  the 
fixed  windows,  and  that  problem  too,  has  now  ceased  to 
exist. 

We  still  have  a  leakage  of  wind-driven  rain  under 
the  fire-doors  in  each  of  the  class-rooms,  but  there  is  a 
sufficient  balance  of  the  $800.00  appropriation  for  this 
purpose,  and  it  will  be  attended  to,  during  the  next 
vacation. 

After  an  examination  of  the  school  building,  your 
board  found  that  it  was  badly  in  need  of  paint  on  the 
exterior  and  in  the  basement.  We  decided  to  forego  our 
salaries  again,  and  use  the  money  to  purchase  paint. 
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This  was  done,  and  a  crew  of  local  painters  were  hired 
to  do  the  job.  There  is  more  painting  to  be  done,  and  if 
funds  are  available,  at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  it  is 
our  intention  to  do  it. 

Hurricane  Carol  took  its  toll  at  the  school,  as  well 
as  elsewhere.  The  wind  blew  the  windows  open,  and 
poured  water  all  over  the  floors,  both  in  the  classrooms, 
and  on  the  newly  painted  basement  floor.  The  wind  also 
blew  down  a  good  part  of  the  tile  ceiling  in  the  5th  and 
6th  grade  room. 

Thanks  to  the  precautions  taken  by  a  previous 
board,  we  had  Extended  Coverage  on  our  Insurance 
Policy,  and  we  were  reimbursed  for  the  damage  and 
repairs. 

When  it  came  time  for  school  to  open,  in  the  fall, 
we  found  that  because  of  new  children  entering  the 
school,  we  would  be  needing  additional  transportation. 
Bids  were  called  for,  and  resulted  in  a  deficit  in  the 
transportation  allocation  of  nearly  one  thousand  dol- 
lars. Fortunately,  because  of  the  fact  that  several  of 
our  High  School  pupils  left  school,  we  have  a  balance  in 
that  allocation  sufficient  to  meet  the  deficit. 

In  October  our  old  bugaboo  of  a  water  shortage 
cropped  up  again.  School  had  to  be  closed  one  day,  be- 
cause of  insufficient  water  pressure. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  board  was  held,  at  the 
school,  Sunday,  October  17th,  and  the  Water  Commit- 
tee, appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  last  annual  dis- 
trict meeting,  was  asked  to  sit  with  us.  Ways  and 
means  of  coping  with  the  situation  were  discussed,  and 
it  was  finally  decided  that  the  only  real  solution  was  a 
new  well. 

The  board  petitioned  the  Superior  Court  for  per- 
mission to  hold  a  Special  School  Meeting  on  November 
13th,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  provide  for 
an  adequate  water  system.  After  receiving  that  per- 
mission, the  meeting  was  called,  and  it  was  voted  at 
that  meeting,  that  the  school  board  be  authorized  to 
spend  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  $2,500.00,  from  funds  avail- 
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able  for  the  1954-55  fiscal  year,  to  drill  a  new  well ;  this 
sum  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  at  the  1955  Annual 
District  Meeting. 

The  board  asked  for  bids,  and  the  Granite  State 
Well  Drilling  Company  was  awarded  the  contract  for 
$5.00  per  foot. 

On  January  12th  the  members  of  the  board  at- 
tended the  measuring  of  the  water  supply  at  the  site  of 
the  new  well.  It  proved  to  be  a  very  happy  event.  The 
flow  was  so  great,  that  an  actual  measurement  could  not 
be  made,  but  it  was  definitely  established  that  there  was 
a  minimum  flow  of  thirty  gallons  per  minute,  and  prob- 
ably much  more.  The  depth  of  the  drilling  was  208 
feet,  and  the  static  level  of  the  water  was  32  feet  below 
ground  level. 

The  above  news  is  good  news  to  all  taxpayers.  It 
would  seem  as  though  one  of  the  biggest  headaches  had 
been  cured.  However,  it  is  necessary  that  we  accept  the 
bitter  with  the  sweet,  so  with  this  in  mind,  may  we  re- 
fer you  to  Item  6  in  the  proposed  budget  "Teachers' 
Salaries",  where  the  board  asks  for  an  increase  of 
$800.00? 

The  time  has  arrived,  when,  in  order  to  acquire 
competent  teachers,  we  have  to  meet  prices  paid  by 
other  towns  in  the  state. 

Your  board  was  made  very  aware  of  this  fact  last 
summer. 

Mrs.  Stevenson  received  an  attractive  offer  from 
another  school  district,  and  only  for  the  fact  that  she 
had  already  signed  a  contract  with  us,  were  we  able  to 
hold  her. 

We  interviewed  several  teachers  before  we  found 
Mrs.  Brooks,  who  proved  to  be  an  answer  to  our  prayer. 

At  the  beginning  of  August,  we  were  still  without 
teachers  for  the  3rd,  4th,  5th  and  6th  grades.  We  were 
extremely  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Joan  Converse  to 
teach  the  3rd  and  4th  grades,  and  Mr.  Charles  Griffin  to 
teach  the  5th  and  6th  grades.  It  was  pure  luck,  getting 
two  excellent  teachers  at  that  late  date.  We  had  lived 
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in  constant  dread,  since  the  close  of  the  school  year,  in 
June.  We  had  a  budget  which  limited  us  to  a  certain 
sum  for  teacher's  Salaries. 

As  you  all  know,  a  teacher  shortage  exists  through- 
out the  state,  and  surrounding  cities  and  towns  have 
larger  salaries,  which  attract  the  best  teachers.  For 
years,  the  small  towns,  such  as  Deerfield,  have  had  to 
take  first  year  graduates  from  the  Normal  Schools.  If 
any  of  these  happened  to  prove  to  be  outstanding,  the 
news  traveled  abroad,  and  more  attractive  offers  were 
made  by  other  towns,  so  that  we  were  unable  to  hold 
them. 

If  it  be  your  mandate,  that  we  appropriate  the 
same  sum  as  last  year,  your  board  will  endeavor  to  se- 
cure the  best  possible  teachers,  as  in  the  past. 

However,  we  can  assure  you,  that  we  will  not  be 
able  to  hold  any  of  our  present  staff,  and  will  have  to 
start  looking  over  the  field,  at  once,  to  try  to  find  others 
for  the  amount  we  have  to  pay. 

Your  board  is  as  conscious  as  you  are  of  the  tax 
situation,  and,  in  order  to  meet  an  additional  $800.00 
for  teachers,  we  have  attempted  to  hold  down  the 
amounts  for  the  rest  of  the  items  in  the  budget. 

We  would  like,  at  this  time,  to  express  our  thanks 
to  you,  the  citizens  of  Deerfield,  for  your  sympathetic 
understanding  of  our  problems.  This  has  been  in  our 
opinion  an  outstandingly  harmonious  year. 

Our  very  special  gratitude  is  extended  to  the  peo- 
ple who  volunteered  to  serve  without  pay,  at  the  last 
Annual  School  Meeting,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  provide 
some  of  the  "extras"  for  the  school,  that  the  budget 
would  not  have  allowed. 

These  are,  the  ballot  clerks,  Mrs.  Ruth  Pennell, 
Mrs.  Olive  Roxbury,  Mr.  Stanley  Mleczko,  and  Mr.  G. 
Robert  Muller;  the  Moderator  Mr.  E.  Banfield  Hersey; 
the  Clerk,  Mrs.  Ruth  Sanborn;  and  the  Gate-keepers, 
Mrs.  Rita  Stevens  and  Mrs.  Florence  Billings. 

We  are  hoping  that  volunteers  will  come  foreward, 
again  this  year,  as  indeed  some  already  have. 
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As  this  report  is  written,  we  do  not  know  if  we  are 
to  receive  any  State  Aid  this  year  or  not.  I  hope  that 
information  will  be  available  by  School  Meeting  time. 

We  do  have  some  unexpected  revenue  this  year. 
The  town  of  Northwood  agreed  to  pay  us  tuition  for  the 
Laskey  children,  and  the  amount  of  $225.00  will  be 
available  to  help  reduce  the  appropriation. 

As  this  report  is  written,  we  have  not,  as  yet,  met 
with  the  Advisory  Budget  Board,  but  we  assure  you, 
that  the  budget  that  we  are  submitting,  for  your  ap- 
proval, was  arrived  at,  after  long  consideration,  and  is, 
in  our  opinion,  an  honest  evaluation  of  amounts  needed 
for  the  coming  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

February  1,  1955 

To  the  School  Board  of  Deerfield : 

May  I  present  my  eighth  annual  report  of  the 
schools  in  Deerfield.  During  the  past  eight  years  edu- 
cation in  this  great  country  of  ours  has  made  enormous 
strides  not  only  in  the  number  of  children  who  come  to 
the  schools,  but  also  in  the  methods  and  understanding 
of  youth  and  his  place  in  both  the  country  and  the 
world. 

Along  with  this  increased  development,  we  have 
had  increased  costs.  These  costs  have  been  more  in 
some  towns  than  in  others  as  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  the  budget  in  Deerfield  will  be  only  a  fractional 
part  of  the  budget  in  nearby  and  neighboring  districts 
due,  without  doubt,  to  new  families  and  new  industries 
settling  in  these  various  towns  and  districts.  It  will  be 
a  question  of  a  few  years  only  when  Deerfield  will  have 
to  face  this  same  and  similar  problems. 

One  of  the  first  questions  asked  by  parents  con- 
cerns the  kind  of  schools  when  moving  into  a  town. 
This  includes,  of  course,  the  plant,  the  teachers,  ma- 
terials, and  equipment.  And  when  a  district  begins  to 
grow  in  population  all  costs  go  up  including  school  costs 
no  matter  what  effort  is  made  to  the  contrary.  This  is 
clearly  evident  if  you  will  compare  the  increased  bud- 
gets for  this  district  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Perhaps  it  might  be  advantageous  to  point  out  the 
main  costs  of  the  1954-55  school  budget  and  analyze 
these  items  in  their  relations  to  other  items  and  to  the 
budget  as  a  whole. 

The  budget  for  this  year,  1954-55,  is  $37,415.45. 
This  w^as  the  amount  voted  at  the  last  March  meeting 
of  the  district.  There  are  23  items  which  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  necessary  in  the  State  to  administer 
the  schools.  Of  those  23  items,  there  are  four  that  re- 
quire the  bulk  of  the  entire  appropriation  —  Teachers' 


63 


Salaries,  $11,000;  Tuition,  $11,000;  Transportation, 
$5100;  and  the  Debt  and  Interest,  $2765;  Total,  $29,- 
865,  This  leaves  a  balance  of  $7550  to  meet  the  costs  of 
19  other  items  in  the  budget. 

Let  us  go  a  step  further.  Of  the  19  remaining 
items,  five  of  them  —  Janitor,  $900 ;  Fuel,  $700 ;  Water, 
Lights,  Janitor's  Supplies,  $600 ;  Improvements,  $800 ; 
and  the  local  share  of  Retirement,  $725 ;  Total,  $3725, 
are  vital  to  any  system  whether  it  has  to  do  with 
church,  home,  or  school. 

Now  add  both  groups  of  figures,  those  with  four 
items  and  those  with  five  items,  and  the  total  reads 
$33,590.  Deduct  this  total  from  the  total  budget  as  set 
up  and  voted,  $37,415.45,  and  the  amount  of  $3825.45  is 
the  balance  left  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  last  14  items  in- 
cluding Health  Supervision,  New  Equipment,  Insur- 
ance, School  Lunch,  Repairs,  Books,  Supplies  for  Schol- 
ars, Per  Capita  Tax,  other  salaries  including  those  of 
the  District  Officers,  Census  Enumerator,  Truant  Offi- 
cer, local  share  of  the  Superintendent's  salary,  and 
General  Administration. 

If  you  now  turn  to  the  1955-56  budget  you  will  find 
that  Transportation  and  the  Salaries  of  Teachers  are 
the  two  items  which  must  have  drastic  consideration. 
We  are  now  spending  very  close  to  $6000  from  a  bud- 
geted amount  of  $5100  for  Transportation  and  indica- 
tions point  to  the  fact  that  $6000  will  be  barely  suffi- 
cient for  1955-56.  As  to  Teachers'  Salaries,  it  is  evident 
that  the  Board  must  face  two  factors,  to  either  raise 
salaries  substantially  to  hold  the  present  staff  or  again 
hire  for  the  third  successive  year  from  two  to  three  new 
teachers.  As  intelligent  individuals  you  can  readily 
foresee  the  disastrous  effect  of  this  continued  retrench- 
ment although  in  two  instances  this  year  this  trend 
toward  improving  salary  conditions  was  very  commend- 
able and  gratifying. 

Since  these  two  items  had  to  be  considered  very 
carefully  in  the  light  of  necesary  increases,  an  effort 
was  made  in  setting  up  the  budget  to  reduce  wherever 
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possible,  at  least  for  this  year,  in  order  to  hold  the  total 
as  close  to  the  1954-55  budget  as  seemed  workable. 
Therefore,  the  new  tentative  budget  as  submitted  is 
approximately  $860  in  excess  of  this  year's  amount. 

To  offset  this  new  budget  increase,  we  shall  have 
to  turn  to  a  possible  increase  to  the  district  in  the  State 
Aid.  This  reference  is  made  not  to  raise  your  hopes  too 
high,  but  to  point  out  that  there  are  strong  indications 
which  support  the  fact  that  this  aid  will  be  increased. 
We  will  not  know  for  sure,  however,  until  the  close  of 
the  summer  since  the  Legislature  is  in  session  and  this 
may  mean  some  delay  as  to  the  final  vote  of  that  illus- 
trious body. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  some 
word  concerning  the  water  situation.  Not  enough 
credit  can  be  given  to  both  the  Board  and  the  Staff  in 
their  efforts  to  conserve  the  water  supply  for  actual 
school  purposes  in  the  face  of  continued  shortages  and 
lack  of  funds.  But  at  last  the  ends  have  justified  the 
means  and  the  supply  of  water  is  now  assured  for  an 
indefinite  period  of  years  thanks  to  the  Board's  leader- 
ship as  well  as  the  town's  desire  to  improve  its  present 
and  future  investment. 

It  has  been  a  pleasant  school  year  thus  far  and 
there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  it  will  not  so  continue. 
We  have  had  our  troubles  and  our  differences,  but  in  a 
democracy  this  is  a  good  sign  and  may  it  continue  for 
the  improvement  and  growth  in  the  town. 

May  I  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
help  you  have  given  me  in  solving  our  mutual  problems 
as  well  as  understanding  you  as  persons  and  individ- 
uals in  your  efforts  to  understand  the  school  and  it  is 
my  hope  that  I  have  been  as  helpful  in  my  turn  to  you.

EXPLANATION  OF  PURCHASES  UNDER 
ITEM  NUMBERS 

Items  1,  2,  3,  and  4  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  5,  includes  expenditures  for  travel,  telephone, 
and  for  supplies  of  materials  used  for  administration 
as  well  as  freight  and  cartage  thereon.  The  usual  sup- 
plies are  ink,  carbon  paper,  printed  forms,  vouchers, 
ledgers  and  other  materials  which  once  used  are  ac- 
tually consumed,  or  do  not  last  more  than  five  years. 

Item  6,  includes  teachers'  salaries,  plus  withhold- 
ing tax,  retirement,  Blue  Cross,  etc. 

Item  7,  includes  cost  of  books  for  pupils,  cost  of 
films,  film  strips,  pictures,  charts,  maps,  photograph 
records,  sheet  music,  globes,  small  musical  instruments, 
and  other  instructional  aids  that  last  more  than  two 
years. 

Item  8,  includes  workbooks,  tests,  chalk,  ink,  pen- 
cils, pens,  fasteners,  carbon  paper,  rubber  stamps, 
typewriting  supplies,  magazines,  newspapers,  etc. 

Item  10,  includes  diplomas,  expenditures  for  grad- 
uation, speakers,  repair  and  replacement  of  maps,  ref- 
erence books,  flags,  flag  ropes,  flag  staffs,  rentals  of 
instructional  materials,  testing  services,  travel,  and 
telephone  service,  and  freight  and  cartage  on  the  same. 

Items  11  and  12  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  13,  includes  light  bill,  janitor's  supplies;  for 
example,  electric  light  bulbs,  toilet  supplies  such  as 
soap,  paper,  towels,  sweeping  compounds,  brooms  and 
mops. 

Item  14,  includes  painting,  replacing  broken  win- 
dows, and  all  repairs  to  mechanical  equipment  such  as 
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plumbing,  heat,  light,  ventilation,  and  repairs  to  pipe 
lines,  and  heating  plants.  It  includes  repairs  to  equip- 
ment not  built  into  the  building  such  as  desks,  chairs, 
projector,  etc.  Also  includes  all  labor  not  performed 
by  regular  custodial  staff. 

Item  15  includes  all  expenditures  for  medical,  den- 
tal, and  nurse  service  in  the  nature  of  inspection,  first 
aid,  weighing,  etc. 

Items  16  and  17  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  18  is  the  hot  lunch  program. 

The  balance  of  the  items  are  understandable,  with 
the  possible  exception  of  Item  23,  which  includes  port- 
able blackboards,  bookcases,  chairs,  desks,  filing  cabi- 
nets, refrigerators,  etc.
